She attributes this to the 
impending thunderstorm 
that meteorologists warned 
about. Just like the fireworks 
from the night before... it 
never happened. 

"A lot of people were wor¬ 
ried about the rain," she said. 

During the morning and 
afternoon hours for every day 
of the event, sunny skies and 
warm weather most certainly 
drew in thousands of people. 

"The daytime attendance 
keeps increasing every year." 

With additional mini¬ 
events within the festival such 
as Fort Erie's finest pet show, 
the Mayor's Youth Advisory 
Committee's Battle of the 
Bands and the Admitone 
Christian rock concert, 
Odding said it compliments 
the celebration rather nicely, 
drawing more people in. 

"We're thinking of other 
things like that to do, so we 
can keep it going," she said. 

Years ago, before smoking 
by-laws impacted the amount 
of revenue brought in at bingo 
events, the festival had a 
much larger pool to take from. 

Now, fundraising is more 


important than ever. The 
overall budget for this year 
was about $360,000. The 
Town of Fort Erie pitched in 
$4,000 and about $45,000 was 
raised from bingos over the 
past year. 

"Overall, things were pretty 
good," Odding said, summa¬ 
rizing the entire four day 
affair. 

The biggest complaint 
heard around the festival was 
the fact that the annual fire¬ 
works display did not go off 
and ended up being re-sched- 
uled for Saturday evening. 

Originally scheduled for 
Friday at 10 p.m., many visi¬ 
tors could be seen shaking 
their heads leaving the prem¬ 
ises Just before 11 p.m. An 
hour of waiting for the fire¬ 
works was the average time 
most people seemed to give. 

Rich Harrington, a local 
resident who looks forward to 
the display in the sky every 
year, understands that some¬ 
times things don't go as 
planned. But he and many 
others feels the thousands of 
people in the area could have 
been warned that there would 
be no fireworks. 

"There definitely should 
have been some sort of 
announcement," said 


Harrington.

A pizzeria that has been a 
part of Crystal Beach for the 
last 30 years was destroyed 
by fire on Friday. 

Just before 10 a.m., the 
Fort Erie Fire Department 
(FEFD) received a call 
about smoke emitting from 
the building on the corner 
of Ridgeway and Farr 

Three stations within the 
FEFD were dispatched and 
were on scene for a couple 
of hours. 

Chief Larry Coplen said 
the the blaze was under 
control shortly after the 
FEFD arrived, but the pos¬ 
sibility of it warming up 
again and the necessary 


removal of cellulose insula¬ 
tion kept firefighters there 
into the afternoon. 

"They had the fire con¬ 
tained in about a half an 
hour," Coplen told the 
Times. 

He estimates the fire 
caused $250,000 in damage 
and a cause has not been 
determined. 

The Ontario Fire Marshal 
will not investigate and the 
case will be handed over to 
insurance companies. 

Re-opening is definitely 
the next step for owner 
James Opatovsky. 

yet, if it happened ten years 
from now, I probably 


wouldn't," said Opatovsky, 
who owns the restaurant 
with his wife Toni. 

He was not at the busi¬ 
ness when the fire started,

Fireworks confusion should be forgiven and forgotten

Everyone makes mis- 
takes...so let's just forgive 
and forget. 

What I'm referring to is 
the Canada Day fireworks 
display, that never ended up 
happening on the night it 
was scheduled. 

I covered the entire 
Friendship Festival by 
myself this year and on 


Friday night, was running 
back and forth between a 
good spot to shoot the fire¬ 
works with my camera and 
the concert that was taking 
place a few hundred feet 
from the breakwall, where I 
found a spot for the fire- 


By 10:30 p.m., a half hour 
after they were supposed to 
hit the sky, I knew something 
was going on. But many peo¬ 
ple in the crowd, consisting 
mostly of teenagers and par¬ 
ents with their children, 
waited eagerly for that first 
crack that would kick off the 
display. 

It never happened. 


Throughout the rest of the 
festival, I was approached by 
many people who either 
knew me personally or sim¬ 
ply recognized me from the 
newspaper and asked what 
the issue was. I knew it was a 
computer malfunction that 
hindered the show, but did¬ 
n't find out until the next 
day. 

It's a matter of safety and 
in fact, the company respon¬ 
sible for the fireworks should 
at least be thanked for not 
going ahead with the show, 
because it was the well¬ 
being of the thousands of 
people in the area that was 
considered first. 


Like I said, everyone 
makes mistakes and I think 
readers will appreciate the 
apology published in this 
week's letters to the editor 
page. 

It takes a lot of courage to 
publicly admit a mishap like 
this and anyone who doesn't 
understand that sometimes 
glitches occur, should really 
sit back and be thankful that 
nobody was injured and that 
the fireworks were still 
offered the following day, on 
July 2. 

I will say that an 
announcement most cer¬ 
tainly should have been 
made. I'm pretty sure the 


best way of doing this would 
have been having someone 
get on a microphone at the 
concert stage to notify every¬ 
one what was going on. 

Word of mouth would 
have spread quickly to those 
who were too far from the 
concert area to hear the 
announcement and a lot of 
people would have left with 
some closure... or simply left 
a lot earlier instead of wait¬ 
ing around for an hour with 
anxious children until 11 

All that aside, I would say 
the annual celebration was a 
success, although it does 
seem to get smaller and 


smaller each year. I remem¬ 
ber a time when there were 
vendors all along the 
Parkway to the Old Fort, but 
a much smaller budget is 
most likely why this is no 
longer a reality. 

The police have con¬ 
firmed there were no arrests 
made, which is always good 

The festival committee is 
seeking new and fresh ideas 
for next year, so don't hesi¬ 
tate and make a suggestion.

they will remember for the 
rest of their life. 

In the late afternoon, the 
high school buddies who are 
entering grade ten at Fort 
Erie Secondary School in 
September were having a 
casual day along the water, 
hoping for a snag or two. 

Nearby, a father and his 
son, with a woman who 
appeared to be the young 
boy’s grandmother, were also 
casting their fishing poles. 

The young boy dropped 
his pole into the water... and 
decided to jump in after it 

In a panic, the father 
plunged in an attempt to res¬ 
cue him, as did the elderly 
woman who was with them. 

Sharply acting on their 
feet, the two young men tied 
their lines together and 
handed them to the frantic 

“The boy was totally under 
the water and the dad yelled 
to us that he can’t swim,” said 
Humphrey, 14. 

Park said because they are 
so familiar with the local fish¬ 
ing hole, both acted out 
knowing a rescue from the 
pier was their only option. 

"We know how strong the 
current is, so if we jumped in 
they could grab us and pull 
under," said the 15-year- 

1. 

In the end, all three indi¬ 
viduals were pulled to safety 
and the boys explained their 
reaction as pure shock. 

"They just kept thanking 
us," said Humphrey. 

Once they realized the 
ordeal had finished with a 
happy ending, the boys 
called their parents and 


explained what happened. 

"They called us in a panic 
and told us they had just 
saved someone," said Alex's 
mother Lesley Humphrey, 
who immediately drove 
down to the beach after hear¬ 
ing about about the incident 

"They were in shock and 
the father had some cuts on 


his leg," she said. 

The Humphreys and Parks 
have not been in contact with 
the family since last Sunday,

Companion bridge will not be built any time soon

The Peace Bridge 
Authority (PBA) is giving up 
on its efforts to build a three- 
span arch companion bridge, 
due to a non-existent funding 
source from the U.S govem- 

Instead, the PBA will 
undergo a different project 
that does not involve the pre¬ 
vious plan to build a new 
plaza on the U.S side of the 
border and a companion 
bridge. 

The projected cost of 
building a new plaza and 
bridge is $700 million, but 
now the PBA will fund a $60 
initiative that will renovate 
the current plaza on the 
American side. 

General manager of the 
PBA Ron Rienas, sat down 
with the Times this week to 
explain the new plan, which 
he says will alleviate issues of 
traffic congestion at the busy 
border crossing. 

"We have significant oper¬ 
ational problems with our 
U.S plaza we have not really 
been able to address," said 


The problem exists more 
with commercial vehicles 
than it does with motorists 
using the car lanes. 

Entering the U.S, there are 
seven primary inspection 
booths used by commercial 
trucks. When a U.S. customs 
officer feels there are grounds 
for a secondary inspection 
with the one x-ray machine 
on the American side, they 
are sent to an area that is a 
short distance from where 
the first inspection takes 

If more than one truck is 
sent for an x-iay at the same 
time, it would block traffic 
considerably. Therefore, 
trucks have to wait until there 
is room at the secondary area 
before they can move ahead. 

When this happens, the 
bridge becomes congested. 

"That's a huge problem for 
us,” said Rienas. 

Although a second bridge 
would certainly have a posi¬ 
tive impact on this dilemma, 
Rienas said the new plan to 
renovate the current plaza 
and build additional booths 
will still help. 

"The purpose of building a 
bridge is not necessarily 


related to traffic volumes, it's 
related to dealing with con¬ 
gestion," he said. 

Waiting any longer for a 
funding source to build a 
three-span companion is 
simply no longer an option. 

"For us to wait for the fund¬ 
ing... it could be years. We 
have immediate problems 
that need to be addressed," 
added Rienas. 

He also used this past 
weekend as an example, 
especially on Canada Day, 
when traffic entering the U.S 
could be seen backed up all 
the way to the Thompson 
Road exit on the Queen 
Elizabeth Way for about 12 
hours. 

In the new plan, the U.S 


side could be expanded from 
a total of 18 booths to 25, 
which Rienas said would 
alleviate the congestion seen 
last Friday. 

"It would have made a big 
difference, having that capac¬ 
ity," said Rienas. 

The renovation of the por¬ 
tal to the U.S. could take place 
as early as within a few 
months, if all goes as 
planned. 

"Parts of it, depending how 
we phase it, could start this 
fall," said Rienas. 

Although a second bridge 
would be ideal for the PBA, 
Rienas said action needs to 
be taken as soon as it can, to 
fix the problems that exist at 
the bridge. 



"We have an opportunity to 
make improvements for our 
bi-national region and we 
want to do them." 

A new plaza on the 
Canadian side of the bridge 
was completed in 2006. 

In 2001, a twin-span plan 
was shot down and other 
possibilities were looked into. 

The following year, Swiss 
bridge designer Christian 
Menn recommended a two- 
tower cable-stayed design. In 
2003, the mayor of Buffalo, 
N.Y. at the time, Anthony 
Masiello motioned for a 
study on shared border man¬ 
agement, which would allow 
for U.S Customs officials to 
set up shop in Fort Erie, 
before any further progress 


was made on an expansion. 

A few years later in 2008, 
after the Christian Menn 
designed was pinpointed as 
the design of choice, the PBA 
had to start back at square 
one when environmental 
groups raised concerns over 
die design's height and its 
impact on migratory birds. 

In August of 2009, the U.S 
federal government decided 
to not have any further dis¬ 
cussions about shared bor¬ 
der management. A few 
months later in January 2010, 
the public on both sides 
agreed a three-span arch 
design would be the best to 
move ahead with, deter¬ 
mined in a series of input ses-
